Washington, May 29 (/P) — Pres- 


ident Truman today 
asked 
Con- 


gress for $3,341,000,000 for a "ma- 
jor further expansion" of atomic 
production facilities. 


The money, in the form of a 


supplemental appropriation, would 
go to the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion and the Tennessee Valley. 


Truman said, in a letter to House 


Speaker Rayburn, the expansion is 
necessitated by the fuel that "the 
Soviet Union has shown no dispo- 
sition to cooperate in an interna- 
tional program for 
control 
and 


regulation of armaments." 


Lacking international control of 


atomic energy, ho ad'cled, "the na- 
tional security and security ot the 
free world demand that we main- 
tain and increase our leadership 
in this field." 


The, President asked1 the funds 


for the fiscal year starting July 1. 


At the same time, he declared: 
"The United States stands ready 


to move ahead on the United Na- 
tions plan or any other plan that 
is no less effective in controlling 
atomic energy and1 thereby insur- 
ing the prohibition of atomic weap- 


Sen. McMaiW (D-Conn), chair- 


man of the Senate-House Atomic 
Energy Commission, said in Janu- 
ary that Truman had decided 
to 


recommend an atomic expansion. 
McMahon had been advocating a 
six-fold expansion, to about six bil- 
lion dollars a year, but acknowl- 
edged then he didn't expect Tru- 
man to go along with a program 
of that size. 


Any expansion presumably would 


not only speed up additions to the 
U. S. stockpile of conventional A- 
bombs, both of World' War II and 
smaller size, but would permit 
pushing ahead with greater speed 
the development of new military 
uses. 


Of top priority among the

uses is the hydrogen bomb, which 
some scienjHsts have estimated is 
potentially as much as 1,000 times
